Most Activity Since the First Bull 
Movement in January—Bullish Con- 
fidence Undermined—Slack Trade 
Demand and Favorable Reports

{ASSOCIATED PREES NIGHT REPORT.) 


NEW YORK, April 5.—The cotton 
market was more sensationally active 
and excited today than at any time 
since the culmination of the first bull 
movement of the season, and the big 
break of last January. Selling was 
general, and at the cw level of the 
day prices showed a loss of from $5.15 
to $5.85 per vale on the active months, 
as compared with the high level last 
week. It was the general opinion 
while the break was in progress that it 
reflected the abandonment of the bull 
campaign la May contracts, during 
which there has been such unusual 
development as practically simultane- 
ous shipments of cotton from New 
York to Liverpool and from Liverpool 
to New York. 

These shipments, it is asserted, rose 
through the efforts of the bell party 
to reduce the local stock, while those | 
short of May have been bringing cot- 
ton here to protect themselves against 
a threatened corner. - 

Whether the bylis were actually 
liquidating their position, houses cred- 
ited with carying their business were 
heavy sellers at times during the day. 

But May remained relatively steady 
om the decline, and after the close 
there were those who declared that 
the bull leaders were standing by their 
main position and that the selling

JONES ADMITS CONTRACT. 

The existence of a contract was ad- 
mitted by Dr. Jones at his home, No.

Finally he ad- 
mitted that there was a “transaction” 
between him and Johnson, but he de- 
clined to tay what.

THOM GIVES DETAILS. 

Thom took an entirely different view 
of the situation. He said_he believed 
the public should have the facts. He 
detatied them as follows: 

“It seems that some months ago 
Johnson, according to his story to me, 
was approached by Dr. Jones who 
said he had influence at the City Hall 
and couid procure a saloon permit for 
Johnson. Johnson wanted to go in 
the saloon business and he estimated 
that a permit was worth $2000 to him. 
He told Jones so and Jones said he 
would get it for that sum; that the 
administration owed him a turn 
and he would ask it for Johnson.

“According to my information the 
only thing Jones did was to introduce 
Johnson to an attorney who telephoned 
me to know ta Vacant room in the 
Thom Biock on East Third street could 
be rented for a saloon.

A few day later Johnson came to 
me and said he was in trouble. He 
then explained that he had entered 
into this agreement with Jones, and 
that Jones was demanding his money. 
That was the first I knew of the agree- 
ment. I told Johnson that it was 
blackmail, and that he should not pay 
u cent or do anything without consult- 
ing me. He agreed to leave the mat- 
ter wholly in my hands.

“The next thing Jones was insisting 
on the payment of the money.

Momentous California Finding uf 
the Charter Revisers’ 
Committee. 

After weeks of patient in- 
vestigation and sleepless con- 
sideration, Charles Wellborn, 
Lewis R. Works and Frank G. 
Finlayson, a special committee 
of the Charter Revision Com- 
mission, reached the unani- 
mous agreement that a woman 
cannot be made a voter in Call- 
fornia. 

This decision was communi- 
cated to the commission at its 
session last night. It was 4 
reluctant admission because a 
majority of the members of the 
commission, led by Dr. Haynes, 
believe in suffrage in munici- 
pal elections. 

But the tnree lawyers dis- 
covered that the constitution, 
adopted in 1879, excluded one ‘of 
the two human sexes, for they 
found that it always alludes to 
a voter as he.“ This masculine 
pronoun is nowhere made to 
read, even by  suffragette 
amanuenses or typewriters, 
“she.” It is a cold-blooded 
masculine impediment and un- 
til the consiitution is changed 
the committee reported that 
any attempt to extend suffrage 
to women would be unconstitu- 
tional. :

County Clerk Keyes Opposes the 
Scheme as Set Forth in Northern 
Counties on the Ground That the 


70 increase the cost of tigation. In 


civil actions and in the probating of 
wills, so s to provide additional reve- 
nue for the offices of County Clerks 
throughout California, is the purpose 
of a bill that will be introduced at the 
next se*sion of the State Legislature. 

The movement in support of this 
proposed measure has been begun by 
clerks of several northern counties, 
who have succeeded in enlisting the 
influence of the County Clerks’ Asso- 
elation, which comprises in its mem- 
bership the clerk of each county in the 
State. 

If the proposed measure becomes a 
law, ic will increase the cost of litiga- 
tion about 75 per cent. It is estimated 
by Deputy County Clerk Francisco that 
the receipts of the Los Angeles office 
would jump about $15 daily in about 
every case filed. The present cost is 
from $6 to less than 610. 

County Clerk Keyes, however, doubts 


the advisability of enacting such a 


statute and yesterday announced that 
he is not in harmony with his fellow- 
clerks in other counties, who are work- 
ing industriously for its adoption. 
From figures obtained in the County 
Clerk's office it appears that a charge 
of $5 is made for filing a civil com- 
plaint or for a petition for probate of 
a will. In addition to this, there is a 
charge of $1.25 for an execution, 50 
cents for certified copies, $2 for the 
filing of an appeal to the Supreme or 
Appellate Courts, 26 cents for an under- 
taking on appeal, 25 cents for a notice 
of appeal, and 82 for a calendar fee. 
There is also a charge of $1 that goes 
with the filing. of the first papers, this 
amount being known as the charge for 
the support of the State Library Fund. 
County Clerks favoring the proposed 
measure, insist that the present sys- 
tem of charges is unjust and inequita- 
die, because the litigants in small 


the public treasury as those concerned 
in cases wherein millions of dollars are 
involved, In addition to this phase of 
the question, it is contended that in 
almost every civil action, or probate 
case, County Clerks are compelled to 
do an extraordinary amount of gratu- 
tous work, which not onty occupies the 
time of deputies, but is done at the ex- 
pense of the general taxpayer, who 
should not be compelled to do so. 

It is also claimed that for the work 

performed by these deputy clerks in 
this connection, all other departments 
the various county governments 
make charges. County stationery as 
well as the time of county employ4s 
is gratuitously furnished. 
‘Opposition to the proposition is also 
expected from attorneys-at-law, on the 
general ground that any cost ‘to liti- 
gation will in the final analysis have 
a tendency to make the lawyers keep 
down their own charges. One unfeel- 
ing attorney remarked: 

“The less money a lawyer has to pay 
out from his client's purse, the more 
money will remain therein with which 
said man of law may replenish his own 
depositary.” 

County Clerk Keyes had the follow- 
ing to . 5 in discussing the matter 
with a Times reporter: 

“The fee system was in vogue once 
before and it proved a great nuisance. 
I think the present system is much 
more advisable. The proposed plan 
might increase the revenue of this of- 
fice, but it would be at the expense of 
the litigants who already pay their 
share of the taxes. My own opinion is 
that the scheme would diminish in- 
of increase the receipts.”

FORMED YESTERDAY. 


Gallant Males Determine to Seek 
to Expunge the Noxious Sex Quali- 
fication from the Constitution—Ar- 
dent Speeches Around Dinner Table 
for Female Enfranchisement. 


At the instance of J. C. Braly of this 
city, a number of men met yesterday 
at noon, in the banquet room of. the 
Hotel Angelus, and following a splen- 
did dinner, organized the Political 
Equality League of Southern Califor- 
nia, having for its purpose the en- 
franchisement of women. 

The following officers were elected: 

ident, J. C. Braly; vice-presidents, 
Waldo M. York of this city, and H. 
C. Meredith of Pasadena; secretary- 
treasurer, G. W. Bell of Pasadena; 
Executive Committee, I. C. Gates, R. 
J. Waters. J. R. Haynes, J. . Rat- 
ford. 

In calling the meeting to order, Mr. 
Braly stated that he had no apology to 
make for being instrumental! in bring- 
ing the men together, and declared it 
to de t beginning of a great move- 
ment at a psychological moment, for 
removing the word “male” from the 
qualification of a voter. 

“I can see no reason.“ he said, “why 
you should go on making laws for the 
government of my mother, my wife 
and my sister, without their consent. 
The subject bas been on my mind for 
a long time and I have been unabie 
to shake it off. I am fully satisfied 
that this is a historic thing, and that 
it will go on to accomplishment.” 

Lee C. Gates said that he was op- 
posed to it for many years, but that 
he has reversed his fudgment. 

“Over 100 years ago we had a strug- 
gie for our rights, and chivalry de- 
mands that we shall give the right to 
the women without compelling them 
to make a struggle for it,” he said. 

Ex-Judge Waldo M. York thought 
that the time is propitious for such a 
movement, and e gratification 
at the evidence that the men had final- 
y waked up to the fact that to be 
unjust to the women is being unjust 
to themselves. 

Rev. 
descendant of those men who had 
struggled for liberty in the long ago, 
and he is anxious to see some of the 
wealthy women of Los Angeles decline 
to pay their taxes because they are 
refused representation. He said that 
whatever the women want they can

A Case of Bad Taste. 
One of our friends who had lived in- 
land all his life, visited an Atlantic 
Coast city, which is particularly noted 
for the excellent quality of its oysters, |. 
and being fond of the “succulent bi- 
valves,” of course he was anxious to 
taste them, when served directly from 
the water. He repaired to the most 
noted caterer of the food and called 
for a large portion, waiting in a state 
bordering upon excitement for the 
great gustatory event. 

The oysters were served, he tasted, 


like the taste, and calling the waiter, 
expostulated that those oysters’ were 
not good. Accustomed to fastidious 
patrons, the attendant brought other 
oysters. These, according to the pa- 
tron’s taste, were still worse. Blue- 
points, Shrewsburys, Lin Haven Boys, 
all were brought and each, in turn was 
scorned. Finally, in desperation, the 
waiter asked the young man, conversa- 
tionally, what part of the country he 
hailed from.

Speaking of oysters, what is more 
palatable than an oyster stew, if the 
oysters are right, and the stew is made 
right. It is just the dish for lunch- 
eon, or for late supper, or for any 
time when the appetite is “finiky.” 

I have a friend who makes an oyster 
stew, which it seems to me, excels any 
that I have ever tasted elsewhere, and 
I persuaded her to tell me just how 
she Goes it. She puts the milk, if it is 
to be a milk stew, to boll, in a double 
boller, placing in it butter in the pro- 
portion of a tabie spoonful to a pint 
of milk. In a frying pan, she places} 
a bit of butter enough to smooth the 
pan, and in this, when hot, she puts 
the oysters, turning them rapidly for, 
say three minutes. Then she turns the 
Oysters into the milk, seasons with 
salt and pepper, allows the mixture to 
remain upon the fire for an instant, 
turns the stew into a hot tureen, and 
serves with it either cheese, 8 led 
crackers, or hot oe toast.

One of these was a big four-master 
which had arrived in the morning 
from the North. Since the opening of 
the channel and the landing of lumber 
schooners here, these. companies are 
handling over their docks more than 
12,000,000 feet of lumber per month.
